Also on 
hand are Kevin King, Ross Kindel, and 
Bob Parker, all of whom made valuable 
contributions along the way. In addition, 
Danforth may have his three best fresh- 
men recruits since his tenure began. These 
highly regarded individuals are Bill Keys, 
Dale Shackleford and Reggie Powell. 
Marty Byrnes, who absorbed much on 
the bench as well as playing on the 
frosh-jv team, appears ready to move into 
a starting role at forward, joining Sease. 
Seibert and Parker are set at center, with 
Williams and King the starting guards. 
Sease has needed only consistency to 
become a truly outstanding player and in 
the home stretch of the ‘74-75 campaign 
demonstrated this type of play. He can be 
a deadly shooter from the 15-20 foot 
range and is an amazing leaper at 6-5. 
Seibert is a typical SU center — not a 
big scorer but don’t ignore him or he'll 
kill you. Both his scoring and rebounding 
were around the 5.0 mark last year but he 
keeps the middle plugged and halts a 
driving inside attack. Parker developed 
strong in the playoffs and is a solid 


“replacement. 


Williams is one of the quickest guards 
in the country while King is moving to 
the backcourt after being a swing man. 
Kevin makes things happen. Kindel is a 
smart guard and a good ball handler who 
logs as much playing time as a starter. 

Shackleford and Keys both figure 
strongly to make their presence felt as the 
season unfolds. 

This may be Danforth’s deepest team 
but also one of his youngest. This should 
be a great running team but the outside 
shooting may be questionable. There is a 
lot of learning to be done. Just how fast 
the team matures will determine just how 
far it goes. Syracuse, according to Dan- 
forth, doesn’t start the season as a Top 
20, but is one of the best in the East and 
will be a strong defender of its Eastern 
honors by the time March arrives. 

Post-season trip No. 6 should be a 
certainty.

There is little to change in Roy Danforth’s biography other than to say that he has 
been even more successful! 

The first graph of his bio last year was as follows — ‘‘In his six years as head coach, 
Roy Danforth has given Syracuse basketball some of its finest hours. His teams have 
been interesting, exciting and successful — a real winning combination.” 

As another season starts, change the six to seven and one is up to date. 

The Orange soared to newer heights last winter, earning a fifth straight post-season 
bid and advancing all the way to the Final Four in San Diego before losing. SU won 
the first ECAC Upstate tournament to qualify for the NCAA then stunned even its 
most loyal followers by winning the Eastern Regionals. 

The Indiana native was appointed head coach in 1968 and his first campaign was 
the only losing one, the team posting a 9-16 mark. But the die was cast from which the 
big jump forward was launched. After a 12-12 campaign, the Orange surged to 19 wins 
and the first invite to the NIT in Madison Square Garden. 

Danforth played four years of collegiate ball at the University of Southern 
Mississippi and by the time he received his degree in 1962, had become the fifth 
leading scorer, had captained the team, and had earned Little All America honors. 

He spent a year as an assistant coach at his alma mater before becoming head coach 
at Pearl River (Miss.) JC. In 1964 he became freshman coach at Syracuse, taking over 
from Fred Lewis in 1968. Lewis had been Danforth’s college coach. 

Danforth served in the 11th Airborne and played on a team that went to the finals 
of the All-European Army tournament. 

Roy has a son, Mike, a freshman at SU, another son Warren, and two daughters, 
Charlotte and Neola. He serves on the District II editorial committee of the National 
Basketball Coaches Assn., and is a member of the UPI coaches panel. In 1974, he was 
inducted into the University of Southern Mississippi hall of fame.

Boeheim, ‘66, is on hand for his sixth campaign while Green, ‘71, is in his fourth 
year. Meadors, a senior, was tapped by Danforth to handle the coaching chores of the 
Frosh-JV team. 

Jim teamed with Dave Bing to lead the Orange to the finals of the NCAA Eastern 
Regionals in 1966, averaging 15 points a game as a senior. Jim had a tryout with the 
Chicago Bulls and spent five years playing in the Eastern League. 

“Jo Jo” was hired as a fulltime assistant this spring after being on a parttime basis. 
Tom was a member of Danforth’s first varsity team and as a senior led SU to NITs. He 
taught in New Jersey for a year and was freshman coach at Drew University before 
returning to his alma mater. 

Meadors desires to become a coach following graduation so when the opportunity 
arose to gain some valuable experience now he was delighted to accept. Mark was the 
leading scorer for the freshmen.
